Vegetables 
For Health 


Every Farm Should Have a Kitchen 
Garden 


The shortage of help on many 
farms has led to the abandonment, or 
nearly so, of the kitchen garden and 
the growing of vegetables under fiela 
conditions. Such crops as lettuce, 
radishes, onions, garden carrots and 
beets, require to be grown close to the 
house so as to be easily accessible 
when needed. But such crops as the 
cabbage, cauliflower, winter beets, 
corn, celery, parsnips, beans and peas 
may just as well be grown under field 
conditions, A small area of land 
will grow all of the former class that 
even a large family can use. It ia 
well, therefore, to make thorough 
preparation of the soll, to select caro. 
fully the varieties to be sown, and to 
given the needed cultivation during 
the season. Such perennial plants 
as asparagus and rhubarb require per. 
manent quarters. 

The Experimental Farms have made 
a careful study of varieties both from 
the standpoint of quantity and quality 
of crop. The following varieties, 
while not definitely claimed to be 
superior to all others, are recommend 
ed as safe to plant: — 

Beets—Detroit Dark Red, Crosby 
Egyptian and Detroit Half Long Dark 
Blood. 

Carrots—Oxheart and Chantenay. 

Peas—Alaska, Early Star, English 
Wonder, American Wonder, Thomas 
Laxton, Gradus are all early sorts of 
the wrinkled type. Among the late

Siates in the production of wheat, de- 
clored Senator Calder, of New York, 
in addressing the Senate in opposition 
tu Ute St. Lawrence waterway project. 
He expressed the opinion that the 
proposed canal was ostensibly for the 


ee purpose of carrying Canadian wheat, 


and pointed out that Herbert Hoover 
bad stated that the United States 
would become a wheatimporting na- 
tion within ten years. In presenting 
an interesting picture of the possibill- 
tles of Canada as a wheat growing 
country, the senator sald the Domin- 
fon would develop several times the 
wheat acreage of the United States. 
“The peak wheat acreage in the 
United States,” sald Senator Calder, 
‘was 75,694,000 acres, reached in 1919, 
an increase of 35 per cent. over the 
acreage in 1910. 
19,125,968 acres in the same year, an 
increase of 115 per cent. over the 1910 
figure. Canada’s wheat production 
increased from 132,000,000 bushels in 
1910 to 262,000,000 bushels In 1920, 
an increase of 100 per cent. The 
production of the United States in- 
creased from 635,000,000 in 1910 to 
833,000,000 in 1920, an increase of ap- 
proximately 33 per cent. While pro 
duction in the 
creased 33 per cent. during the 1910 
period, the value of the wheat crop in- 
creased 100 per cent., the 1910 value 


being $560,000,000, the 1920 figure be 


ing $1,197,000,000. During the same 


period the value of Canada’s crop in-! 


creased 400 per cent., being $99,550,- 
000 in 1910 and $427,356,000 in 1920.
